It Is the general feeling in Tien Tpin 
that the trouble is not likely to reac h 
a point where blood will be shed. Both 
detachments on guard have orders to 
do nothing aggressive unless forced to 
do so by the other. Kxcept the army 
and camp followers, the only Russians 
now residing here are the members of 
the eoniular staff, two Cosaacka and 
two Jews, who are running stores and 
who left Russia in order to save their 
lives, and are now being offered in- 
ducements to move to the Russian 
concession. 

The French concession Is quiet. 
French gendarmes are on duty at the 
British concession to prevent soldiers 
trespassing, and the naval brigade 
men are preventing the Sikhs from in- 
vading the French concession.

Agre>inent on InttrmnttlfB no Nearer

Washington, March 20. — Another 
communication was received from 
Special Commissioner RockhiU touch- 
ing the complications that have result- 
ed at Peking from the efforts of vari- 
ous powers to reach a uniform basis 
for their indemnity claims, but there 
is nothing to indicate that an agree- 
ment Is any nearer than it was when 
this subject was first taken up by thi 
ministers Alfbou^'h the state d>'parl 
rneut is more than convinced that its 
suggestion looking to the reference of 
'the entire subject of indemnities to 
The Hague commission is the true so- 
lution of the dIfBculty, that proposition 
having been delinilely reji ( te(l eaily 
In the negotiations is not now before 
the ministers. But no precise instruc- 
tions have been sent Mr. Rockhlll 
within the last few days on that point, 
owing principiilty to the al)sence of the 
president from Washington. It is pre 
Bumed, now that the president s atten 
tion is again directed to the subject, 
there will be more complete deflnition 
of policy. 

The situation at Tii n Tsin still falls 
to excite the oflicial;> here, who feel 
that the critical point has passed. 

A curious fact in connection with 
the Manehurlan compUoation is that 
BO far there Is no trace of an ofBciul 
protest to Itussia ag;iinst tin- execu 
tion of her announced program in Man- 
churia. It is not for lack of disposi- 
tion to oppose this policy that the pro- 
test has not appeared, but because 
there Is no authi'nticated copy to be 
had of the reputed Chino-Kussian 
agreement, and, further, no ony of the 
powers has yet been found willing to 
take the initiative in challenging Rus- 
sia. The state department has exertid 
what influence it could to secure a 
statement of facts as to Manchuria, the 
result of which was a repetition of the 
Russian disclaimer of Improper mo- 
tives, but not a deflnition of the pro- 
gram for the future, further than it 
was defined in the RUiSiaa prOBOUDCe- 
ment last August. 



OKADLUCK COM'INUKS. 

General Wogaek Makes a ntatemem 

or RubsIm'b Ponltluu. 
New York, March 20.— A dispatch 
from Tien Tsin says Count von Wal- 
dersee while here had long and sep- 
arate conversations with the Russian 
and English commanding generals. He 
orally renewed the propositions which 
had been made by telegraph and whit h 
the Russians declined to entertain. 
Oeneral Wogaek deoUsed to diieuss 
t*ie question of ownership untU the 
British had withdrawn from the ground 
claimed by Russia and occupied by his 
forces. Oeneral Campbell stated that 
under his instructions he could not 
withdraw from the position. British 
officers maintain that if, as rumored, 
Russian troops are being hurried to 
Tien Tsin from Port Arthur, the Brit- 
ish government will regard their arri- 
val as a hostile movement on the part 
of Russia. Oeneral Campbell has re- 
eeix^ t^ approval o( bis fOTanuaant 



in his view of the dispute with the 
Russian commander here, and is hold- 
ing bis ground under orders from Lon- 
don. The deadlock therefMa contin- 
ues. Count von Waldersee waa visibly 
depressed at the failure to arrange the 
question, the seriousnes* of wikleh he 
seemed to fully realize. 

There was much fighting during the 
day between French and British sol- 
diers, but up to the present there hare 
been no serious results. Oeneral Voy- 
ron has ordered out gendarmes, who, 
together with the Australians, are 
guarding the settlement and prevent- 
ing French soldlera from eBterliiff. 

Count TOO Waldersee's proposal, 
which Oeneral Wogaek declined to en- 
tertain, was that the disputed territory 
be turned m-er to a neutral guard, the 

Russians and British simultaneously 
to withdraw pending legal investiga- 
tion of the questions involved. 

Oeneral Wogaek has made the fol- 
lowing statement of the Russian posi- 
tion : "The question over which we un* 
hapQlly are at odds Is not whether the 
disputed ground belongs to us or to 
the Chinese government or to the rail 
way company, but whether the Bnglisii 
will make good their trespass. At the 
lime the British attempted to take 
possession the ground was protected 
ly Russian flags and a clearly delimi- 
tated boundary of stone. Their flags 
were overturned and thrown away by 
0 working party of Bengal pioneers 
and coolies, who went on with their 
work until driven off by the guards. 
Before we can discuss the question <ii 
ownership the British, who are still to 
some extent on the ground, must with- 
draw. Once the British have with- 
drawn, I am sure the Russian imperial 
government will ignore all previous 
regrettablf violence and listen in a 
most friendly spirit to whatever the 
British government may have to say 
regarding the definite possession of 
the disputed territory. No sane per- 
son ran for i\n instant doubt that had 
the English requtsted permission to 
build a switch or sidetrack on our 
ground it would have been immediate- 
ly granted. Unfortunately, however, 
they sought their ends by forcible 
means. The British troops must be 
withdrawn from Russian territory. 
There can be no other settlenii'iit." 

Unconfirmed Rumor. 
London, Man h L'e ::50 p. m. — Ofll- 
cials of the foreign office have received 
no information of an outbreak of Rus- 
Bian-Britlsh hostilities at Tien Tsin. 
Their latest advices say the position 
remains the same. The rumor (cred- 
ited by a news agency to the London 
stock exchange and published in New 
York) that the British and Russians 
had fired at each other at Tien Tain 
has not even reached the leading stock 
exchange firms, nor have any declines 
occurred which the circulation of such 
a rumor would create. 

Chance For Another Clash. 
Shanghai, March 20. — A dispatch 
from Tokio says all the Russian war- 
ships in Japanese waters have sailed 

for Corea and that the Japanese squad- 
ron is mot)ili7.ing for an immediate de- 
parture to the Corean coast. 

Official Notice of Queen's Death. 
Paris, March 20.— The minister of 
foreign attairs, M. Delcasse, gave a 
luncheon in honor of Barl Carrington 
and other members of the British mis- 
sion appointed by King Bdward to an- 
nounce oflUcially to the French govern- 
ment and other governments the death 
of Queen Victoria and bis majesty's 
accession to the throne. The British 
ambassador. Sir Edmund J. Monsop, 
and the staff of the British emliassy. 
the representative of France at the 
queen's funeral, and the oflllcials of the 
foreign office were present Earl Car- 
rington presented an autograph letter 
from King Bdward in a short apaecb, 
during which he expressed congratulgr 
tions in the name of the government 
and people of Oreat Uritain at the cor- 
dial relations between the two coun- 
tries. M. Loubet replied briefly, ex- 
pressing the hope that the ties would 
be further strengthened under tba 
raiffB of the new king. 

Navajo Roundupt 

Phoenix, A. T.. March 20. — A dis- 
patch from Fort Wingate says no dlfll 
culty will attend the roundup of the 
Navajo Indians on the Orand Canyon 
reservation. The Indian police say the 
Navajos are willing to return to the 
reservation. The work of removal will 
begin at once. A strong force of sol- 
diers at Wingate will be ready if tro'i- 
ble occurs. The Indians who are to 
ba raplaead on their reserrition hare 
been for some time trespassing on the 
Orand Canyon forest reservation. 

Two Destructive Fires. 
Kenova, W. Va., March i;o. — Two 
fires, aggregating a loss of $90,000, oc- 
curred her*. The Orand Hotel, owned 
by Wright Brothers of Ceredo, burned. 
No lives were lost. Loss $40,000. Da- 
vis & Lenon's saw and planing mills 
burned, as well as all the lumber in 
the yards. Loea $50,000; no insurance. 
Neighboring towns were appealed to 
for assistance, but it waa Impossible 
for any to reapoad.

Hollo. Island of I'anay. March 20.— 
The Philippine eonimission was wel- 
comed on its arrival here by General 
Hughes and his staff Hollo province 
is prepared for organisation, and the 
other provinces, It Is believed, will be 
ready by the time the commission re- 
turns from the south. Panax la nearly 
pacified. 

The commission formally examined 
the position of Panay, and will pro- 
ceed to Negros, to remain there three 

days. 

Negotiations are Ix ing made for the 
surrender to the American autlioritii s 
of the Filipino leader FuUon, in the 
interior of the island. 

The Islands of .Ma.sbrte, Tlcayo and 
Barlos, with a population of 40,000, 
were const it ute(l the province of Mas- 
l»ato. The island of Maybate iias bei n 
impoverished by the rinilerpest, which 
has killed the cattle, the raising of 
which Is almost the sole industry of 
tlie inhabitants. The people welcome 
the idea of a civil government, and 
promise to extend their timber and 
agricultural operations. 

For reasons of economy the commis- 
sion has dreided upon no salaries for 
the provinc iai ofRelals. Senor Serra- 
no, a native, has I n appoint< d gov- 
ernor of the province; George Lan- 
di'rs. a New York soldier, supervisor; 
and Lieutenant Snyder of the Twenty- 
seventh Infantry treasurer. The du- 
ties of the fiscal of Domblon Will be 
e.>;ti'ncl. li to ttie Masbate province. Ar- 
rangcnii ii: ■ l)e. n made for the 
establishment of schools, of which 
there have heretofore been practically 
none in the province. 

The Ladrones are the only unpaci- 
fled natives remaining in Masbate. 

Philippine Mails Pilfered. 

Washington, March 20. — Director 
General of Posts Cotti'iinan of the 
Philippines has reported to the post- 
office department that within the past 
few months a great many complaints 
have been received at Manilla, indicat- 
ing pilfering from the mails. .Most of 
the mail disi)atehi'd fnmi the Philip- 
pines, as w. ll as that received, origi- 
nates at army posts, where there is no 
regular postofflcb. Much of this mail 
is carried between the jymy post and 
the nearest postoffice in tie sacks on 
pack trains. The rept)rt toes (m re- 
garding the necessity for Imprints on 
the wax seala of mail sacks. Mr. Cot- 
terman requests a supply of 150 hand- 
presses with a die on each bearing a 
distinctive number. He add.^: Many 
sacks of mail are carried on steamers 
doing a lo<al traillc throughout the 
islands, but which are not under gov- 
ernment control. The crews of these 
steamers ;irc ( oniprisf-d wholly of na- 
tives or Spaniards, and the time has 
not arrived when these people can be 
trusted to any extent." 



Braunersruther Ml. 
Belleville, Ills.. March 20.— A cable- 
gram was received by relatives of 
Lieutenant Commander William 
Braunersruther of the United States 
na\T. who is captain of the port of 
Manilla, conveying infornuition of his 
si'iious illness. Tlie m.'ssage stated 
tliat lie had been relieved of duty and 
ordered to Yokohama hospital. Much 
interest is felt here concerning the 
condition of Lieutenant Braunersruth 
er, who Is a native of Belleville, ills 
family is residing in this city. Cap- 
tain Braunersruther was the official 
against whom Editor Rice made sen- 
sational charges, for which Btee waa 
exiled from the Philippines. 

ahot For Train Wrecklr.g. 

Cape Town, March 20.— J. P. .Mina 
her, S. Minal)er and J. A. Niuwoudt 
were shot at De Aar for treason and 
murder in purauance of the sentence 
of a court-martial. The death sen- 
tence was passed a week ago in oonnec 
tion with the wrecking of a train near 
Taasljoscli, by which five men were 
killed. Oeneral Kitchener confirmed 
the verdict. The garrison was paraded 
when prisoners were led out. Death 
was instantaneous. A Dutch minister 
and relatives remained witli tlie pris- 
oners until the end. Two others con- 
cerned In the train wrecking were sen- 
tenced to five years' penal service. 

British Paper Pessimistic. 
London, March 20. — The Westmin- 
ster Oasette makes pessimistic com- 
ment on Oeneral Botha's refusal to ac- 
cept the peace terms offered by T-ord 
Kitchener, and connects the refusal 
With the situation In China. The Oa- 
sette says the powers are at sixes and 
sevens In the far east, and that any 
day may see the commencement of a 



struggle from which the Boers may re- 
cover their own. The failure of those 
peace negotiations mean ttiat the mil- 
itary position in South Africa la not 
yet decialye.

While 
it is true tlut these men do not have the 
aame thing in mind, it is also irue that 
they both recogniie on* of tba fonda- 
mentals of •lemocracy— namely, the prill* 
ciple of service. 

"The Pope's thoogbt is of what he calls 
Chrii^tian democracy, and has nothing lo 
do with politics. He would have bis 
followers all over the world work in the 
moat practical and direct way for the re- 
lief of the sutlerlD^ and unfortunate, and 
for the buildinK up of strong character. 
All this is baaed on the Christian theory 
that men are brothers. A half a century 
ago Christian socialism was looked on by 
many men as the great hope of the fa- 
tore. There is Tastly more promise in 
the Pope's Christian democracy. 

"But Dr. Lyman Abbott, in a recent 
address on The Safegnards of Damc- 
cracy,' takes rather the political view. 
He shows very clearly, however, how 
things hang together and bow oar poli^ 
ical ideals have affected industry, educa' 
tion and religion as well as government 
In his opinion democracy will last, for it 
is the product of eighteen centuries of 
growth, hsfl inflaenced oar whole life, 
and has 'allected the individual charac 
ter, making the members of society self- 
respecting, and having respect for their 
neighbors.' Dr. Abbott points out that 
though the diffusion of political power 
among the people may inTolve perils, it 
is on the whole a s ife;;uard. That is, of 
eoorse, the theory, and in the main the 
theory has been and It being soatained 
by the factsT 

A FEW POINTERS. 
The L(-xington Herald calls. attention 
to some points that it would be well for 

the people of this citv to earnf'Htly con- 
Eider. "Every time a succt-sisful enter- 
priee is eetablished," the Herald asserts, 

"it attract." oilier inve.-tors and causes 
tlie conatrnction of other factories." If 
the people of Maysville will take the 
history of some big manufacturini; enter- 
prise and study it carefully they will find 
that the Herald's assertion is true in al- 
most every instance. One big factory 
natarally attracts lesser enterprises that 
aro dependent upon it, in ;t -eii.se, and so 
when money is invested in a factory it 
may prove helpful to your city in more 
ways than one. 

Another statement made by the Her- 
ald Is this: 

We have not the predisposition to- 
wards muDfdctariBg. This is somewhat 
an inheritt-d gift. Co-operation itaelf 
acems to be acquired by inheritance; 
and we have not yet acquired it in Ken- 
tucky, but we are acquiring it and Lex- 
ington can be built up without tlip in- 
troduction of forei;.'n capital, but lliis 
will not occur. 

The predisposition here in Maysville 
has been very largely towards merchan- 
(r,.«iii>;. We have been dit-trihutors in- 
stead of prodncers, in a manufacturing 
way. That has been the great trouble 
here. Millions r>f pounds of tobacco 
grown right at our doors is taken year 
after year toother points and lurutd into 
the manufactured product.und then much 
of it has bean shipped back here and sold 
by our merehanta. If the tobacco grown 
in Mason County alone were manufac- 
tured here in Maysville, it would make a 
new city of the place in the next decade. 
The value of oar real aatate would be 
greatly enhanced, and basinese generally 
would he immeasurably benelitfed. Is it 
not worth the while to try to establish 
and bolld np a great tobacco faetery here ? 
I.iet us do as the Herald urates Lpxin^ton 
people to do, "furnish the local influence 
and a large part of the capital, and secnr* 
non-residents of experience and intelli- 
genoe,— men who are experts in the 
particular business and who have capital 
—to uuit^ with the resident incorpora- 
tort." Wa have an opportunity to do this 



very thing now, as men "expert" in the 
(uauu'acture of tobacco, and who have 
capttal if* aibxlow to osoro tbdriietory
